Lonpom, Nov. 17.—The brigantine Eleanor, 
Capt. Dickenson, arrived at Liverpool on Tues- 
day, from Buenos Ayres; she vas boarded “and 
plundered on her voyage here, by a piratical 
schooner. The following is a detailed account 
of this outrage:—Oct. 19, at one P. M. saw a 
schuoner-rigged vessel on our lee bow, standing 
to southward and eastward. She fired a lee gun 
and hoisted an English ensign. Being very sus- 
picious in her appearance, we stood on; s%e fir- 
ed a weather gun, and tacked to northward and 
eastward after us. Finding her coming up very 
fast, put about and stood towards her at 5 P. 
M. She then hauled down the ensign, and hoist- 
ed a flag with a broad yellow stripe uppermost, 
sestening three black stars, a red narrow stripe 
in the middie, and a bread blue stripe under- 
neath. -When upon our weather beam, within 
musket shot, without hailing us, she fired her 
long Tom, loaded with grape and cannister shot, 
between our main and foremast. We smmedi- 
ately hauled the foresail up. She fired a mus- 
ket with blank cartridge shortly afterwards, and 
lowered ber small boat down. Hove to. Her 
boat came alongside with four seamen and an 
officer, sou Spaniards. One of the men 
spoke very good English, being brought as an 
interpreter, it is sup; The officer came on 
deck with three bands, and asked the master se- 
veral questions regarding the vessel, and over- 
hauled her papers. They ordored us not to make 
any sail until a signal from them, and then went 
inte the boat and pulled on board of their own 
vesse!, to make «a report to their commander.— 
Ia the course of a quarter of an hour, they came 
back, the officer bringing a list of some articles 
they were in want of, telling the master that the 
commander was exceedingly offended for not 
bringing to when be fired the first gun, and that, 
had we stood en much longer, he intended to

have sunk thé vessel. He ordered the officer te 
ransack the vessel, to take whatever they 
thought proper, and to bring on board the box of 
specie manifested in the Spanish manifest; one of 
the men was left in the boat, and two went dows 
in the cabin along with their officer, armed with 
a brace of pistolaeach, and a long knife; the 
other man guardedithe cabin door with a brace 
of pistols, having driven all hands aft on the 
quarter deck, except the master, who was below 
with the rest of the pirates. The officer and 
his men ransacked the cabia, turning every thing 
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New York, Dec. 22.—The schooner Ameri- 
can Coaster, Capt. Lee, hence for Egg Harbour, 
and the schooner Four Sisters, Capt. Fields, of 
Shrewsbury, with wood, rans foul of each other 
on Saturday evening, at 8 o'clock, in the nar- 
rows, nearly opposite Fort Richmond. The 
bow of the Four Sisters struck the A.C. about 
the fore chains, and did so much damage that 
she sunk immediately; the captain and crew ha- 
ving only time to jump on board the Sisters. — 
Capt. Lee was unable to save even a con- 
taining two hundred and fifty dollars, the pro- 
coeds of his cargo. The Four Sisters had her 
bowsprit carried away, night heads stove in and 
foremast sprung. The water where the Ameri- 
can coaster lies, is about twenty fathoms. 

About twe o’clock this morning, a fire broke 
out in the paint and oil store of Messrs. Smith 
& Peters, No. 75 Market street. The lower 
part of the building was badly damaged.
